REYNOLDS’ MURDER. 


THE TESTIMONY BEING TAKEN 
AGAINST CHARLES MEYER. 


PRISONER LOOKS CONFIDENT. 


Mystery of the Cleveland House Mur- 
der Last March Bids Fair to 
Be Unraveled. 


The taking of evidence in the case of 
Charles Meyer, charged with the premedi- 
tated murder of Thomas Reynolds on Mareh 
17, 1896, was begun in Criminal Court No, 1 
Wednesday morning. 

Meyer was brought into court early. He 
was dressed neatly in a good suit of dark 
blue flannel and wore clean white linen. 
He was freshly shaven and had taken 
especial care that his appeafance should be 
favorable. He was pale from his long con- 
finement, but appeared cool and collected 
and conversed calmly with his attorneys, 
George B. Sidener, D. A. tte Jr., and C. J. 


Maurer. 
It was 11:80 o'clock before Circult Attor- 


ney Zachritz and his ass‘stant, Circuit Attor- 
ney-elect Eggers, were ready to proceed. 
After the jury had been sworn in Mr, Zach- 
ritz made the opening statement for the 
State. 

Mr. Zachritz spoke for twenty minutes. 
He reviewed the case and told the jury what 
testimony the State expected to preduce. 
At 11:40 Attorney Sidener began the gpeains 
statement for the defense. e spoke for 
less than five minutes and said he would 
explain all the circumstances of the crime 
and show by the State’s witnesses that it 
was impossible for Meyer to have com- 
mitted. it.

on March 24 3 The witness found the 
body covered with dirt and sawdust. There 
was a new rope around the neck and chin. 
It drew the chin down until it pressed 
against the wihdpipe, almost sufficient to 
choke the man. 

The doctor described fine wounds on the 
top of Reynolds’ head that were made with 
a blunt instrument. The skull was frac- 
tured, there being two distinct lines of 
fracture. Reynolds came to his death, 
the opinion of the witness, from concussion 
of the brain, and it was hastened by strang- 
ulation. 

The defense waived cross-examination. 

After the examination of Dr. Nietert, At- 
torneys Zachritz and Eggers withdrew from 
the court room for consultation. They re- 
mained for a quarter of an hour, and then 
returned only, when Judge Edmunds sent @ 
deputy sheriff ppavestns them to come and
